DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on January 23, 
2009 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-16 and 18-22 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Regarding Claim 1 , the closest prior art, Langer et al. (US Patent No. 6,458,418 
B2) discloses a multilayer mat comprising three or more of non-intumescent and 
intumescent layers. However, there is no motivation/suggestion to have the non- 
intumescent layer positioned between the two intumescent layers with the non 
intumescent layer being non-woven. 

4. Claims 2-9 are dependent claims of claim 1 . 

5. Regarding Claim 10, the closest prior art, Langer et al. (US Patent No. 
6,458,418 B2) discloses a pollution control device having a multilayer mat comprising 
three or more of non-intumescent and intumescent layers. However, there is no

motivation/suggestion to have the non-intumescent layer positioned between the two 
intumescent layers. 

6. Claims 11-16, 1 8-1 9 and 21-22 directly or indirectly depend on claim 1 0. 

7. Regarding Claim 20, the closest prior art, Langer et al. (US Patent No. 
6,458,418 B2) discloses the method for making a multilayer mat comprising three or 
more of non-intumescent and intumescent layers. However, there is no 
motivation/suggestion to have the non-intumescent layer positioned between the two 
intumescent layers with the non intumescent layer being non-woven.
